1905-9, although known as the col- 
lege beauty and possessed of wealth 
and position, she shunned society as 
such and shocked the more conserva- 
tive college opinion by her radical so- 
cial views. One of her acts during 
this period was to hold a suffrage 
meeting In a graveyard at night, 
-when permission to hold the meeting 
in the college chapel had ibeen re- 
fused her. 
She also made a ns>me for 


herself as an athlete, being captain 
of her class hockey team, which won 
the college 
championship, 
and 
r 


member of the 1909 track team, at 
•which time she established a new 
record for the colege in the eight- 
pound shot-put at 31 feet 8% inches. 


She began the practice of law in 


1912 as a clerk in the 
offices of 


.Tames W. Osborne, her first case be- 
ing the defense of "Red Phil" David- 
son, charged with the 
murder of 


"Big Jack" Zelig. Her next case was 
the defense of Gee Doy Yung, accus- 
ed of murder in a Chinatown tong 
wtir, and she was successful in ob- 
taining his acquittal. 


Tn July, 1918, she married by a 


civil ceremony in London, Eugene 
Boissevaln, a wealthy Hollander, to 
whom she had been introduced by 
William 
Marconi, 
inventor of the 


wireless telegraphy. She returned to 
this country and continued her iprac- 
tice of law and suffrage activities 
In 1915 she was denied permission 
to make a suffrage speech at

fiftieth anniversary 
ceremonies 
of 


Vassar college. Later the same year 
she went to Italy as a war corre-
